Ruttan, on the production of "Alkn- 
loids" from Proteins",

ogic;il ticlion, the speaker pointed 
out thai proteins, on hydrolysis, 
yield small units having certain fea- 
tures in common, viz: all areamino 
acids, and optically active. In diges- 
tion ihc hydrolysis of proteins is ef- 
fected by en-/.yines. 

I The bacterial action on proteins 
may be of two kinds (1) action upon 
protein liy process of reduction; (2)— 
process of dccnrbosylation, i.e. the 
removal of carbon dio.tldc with the 
forinntion of simple hat-ic substances. 
Tliis latter pr.icess it.tiy lo accom- 
plished .irtiliolally, by beatiui: with 
tie'ds, but tlie yield is smtill. The 
chief method for the preparation of 
these bases from amino acids is liy 
'Hoffman's reaction which involves
